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SIDES AWAIT MOVE’ §

Government Acts to 
Check Spread of Idle- 
ness, Frees for Civilian 
Use All Metal Not 
Needed by Military. 


PITTSBURGH, July 15 (AP)— 
New steel strike peace talks 
ended today with industry and 
the CIO United Steel Workers in 
disagreement, but standing by 
for further word from the White 
House. 

At almost the same time, the 
Government, in a move aimed at 
checking the spread of industrial 
idleness, freed for civilian use 
all steel not needed by the mili- 
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After. a two-hour bargaining 
session, President Philip Murray 
of the striking union issued a 
statement which said John R. 
Steelman, Presidential assistant, 
asked both sides to stand by. 

The statement by Murray and 
Vice President Joseph M. Larkin 
of Bethlehem Steel said: 

“We have continued our dis- 
cussion this morning and are 
still in disagreement. We have 
reported that by telephone to Dr. 
Steelman. He has requested that 
we stand by for further word 
from him.” 

Pressure for Settlement. 

Murray told reporters he ex- 
pected to hear from Steelman 
within a few hours. 

Steelman had arranged the new 
talks after a round of weekend 
discussions had raised hopes, 
which failed to materialize, for a 
settlement of the 44-day-old strike 
which has virtually paralyzed 
steel production. 

Steelman telephoned both union 
and industry representatives from 
Washington yesterday and insisted 
on a new try for peace in the 
strike that has made idle nearly 
1,500,000 of the nation’s workers. 

Murray and Arthur J. Goldberg, 
general counsel, headed the union 
negotiating team. The industry 
was represented by Larkin and 
John H. Morse, general counsel 
for Bethlehem. 

OPS Rejects Price Rise. 

The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion meanwhile tossed a minor 
bomb by rejecting appeals of 
three steel companies for price 
increases ranging from $5.50 to 
$6 a. ton. 

ruling against appeals 
from Weirton, Armco and Pitts- 
burgh Steel—all operating under 
new contracts — was quickly 
shrugged off by the industry. 

Steelman spent Saturday talk- 
ing prices with officials of United 
State Steel Corp., bellwether of 
the industry, and reportedly gave 
assurance of an increase in steel 
prices. 

Steelman had asked both the 
union and industry to report to 
him immediately after today’s 
meeting, telling them it was “ab- 
solutely necessary to come to an 
agreement at the earliest possible 
tnoment in the interests of the 
national welfare.” 

He indicated he was prepared 
to call both sides to the White 
House and lock them in a confer- 
“ence room until a settlement was 
reached. 

Government intervention in the 
steel] dispute followed reports that 
the Government was determined 
to force an over-all settlement 
of the strike rather than com- 
pany by company. 

Little Difference Remains. 

Hope of a settlement appeared 
rather dim, because the union 
had rejected the companies’ latest 
offer and the producers indicated 
they would make no further of- 
fer. 

However, the differences be- 
tween the companies and the 
union on the principal barrier to 
a settlement, the union shop is- 
sue, were reported to be so small 
that agreement could be reached 
within an hour if either side

JET PILOT KILLED 
IN CRASH IN STREET 
NEAR 50 CHILDREN 


ORLANDO, Fla., July 15 (AP) 
—A T#3 jet trainer plane 
crashed and exploded yesterday 
in a residential street, blasting a 
hole 15 feet deep and 20 feet 
wide. The pilot, Second Lt. Wil- 
liam H. Reigle, 25 years old, of 
Bloomsburg, Pa., was killed. 

Fifty children were at play in 
a park only about 200 yards from 
the crash. A man struck by a fly- 
ing brick was taken to a hospital. 
Several others were slightly in- 
jured by pieces of hurtling metal. 
Reigle was stationed at Pine- 
castle Air Force Base near here. 


RULING THAT LURCH 
OF AIRLINER IS NOT 
NEGLIGENCE UPHELD 


The Missouri Supreme Court, 
agreeing with a finding of the 
St. Louis circuit court, ruled yes- 
terday that an airplane’s sudden 
lurch in the air does not consti- 
tute negligence and thus make the 
airline liable for damages. 

A jury here had held that Mrs. 
Dora R. Cudney, of Kansas City, 
was not entitled to damages for 
her injuries in 1946 when a Mid- 
Continent Airlines plane in flight 
suddenly dropped 100 feet. Mrs. 
Cudney was thrown out of her 
seat, although she said her seat 
belt was fastened. 

The Supreme Court, distin- 
guishing between the lurching of 
an airplane and the sudden lurch 
of a bus, which is generally held 
to indicate negligent operation, 
— Mid-Continent was not at 
fault. 


EGYPTIAN LEAPS

CAIRO, July 15 (AP)—An Egyp- 
tian leaped to his death yester- 
day from near the top of the 
Great Pyramid of Cheops. 

Police identified him as Leon 
Cabili, 28 years old, a white col- 
lar worker, and said he left a 
note declaring “I am fed up with 
life.” 


U.S, DESTROYER HIT 4 TIMES 
BY RED BATTERY; 8 INJURED 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (UP)— 
The destroyer Southerland re- 
ceived four hits in a duel with 
Communist shore batteries off 
the east coast of Korea, yester- 
day, the Navy said today. Eight 
enlisted men suffered minor in- 
juries. 

The Southerland silenced five 
of seven shore batteries in the 
24-minute battle in which more 
than 200 five-inch shells were 
fired at Communist gun emplace- 
ments. 

The destroyer was back in ac- 
tion three hours after it was hit.

BUILDING BLASTED 
IN NEW ATTACK 
UN SHELTON GLAN 


Damage to Last Property 
Owned in Fairfield, Ill., 
by ‘Big Earl’ Put at 
$10,000.

FAIRFIELD, Ill, July 15—A 
two-story brick building owned by 
the notorious “Big Earl’ Shelton 
was damaged extensively early 
today in an explosion that shook 
this town, 125 miles east of St. 
Louis, 


The structure, occupied by a 
restaurant on the first floor, was 
the last piece of property owned 
here by the one-time southern 
Illinois gang leader. Although no 
clues were found, today’s blast 
was considered another in a long 
series of attacks by unidentified 
persons who have killed three of 
the Shelton brothers since 1947 
and driven the family from this 
area, 

Sheriff Elmer Brown of Wayne 
county said an explosive appar- 
ently had been placed at the front 
door of the restaurant, which had 
opened only yesterday. 

The blast wrecked the interior 
of the restaurant,. knocked out 
plaster’ on the second floor and 
broke windows throughout the 
building. Brown estimated dam- 
age to the structure at $10,000. 


Two adjoining garages were 
damaged and windows shattered 
in buildings as far as two blocks 
away, 

The explosion, occurring short- 
ly after 1 a.m., woke most of 
Fairfield’s 6000 residents. Sheriff 
Brown ran barefoot to the public 
square, where the Shelton build- 
ing is situated. He said he 
thought the Fairfield National 
Bank had been blown up. 

Randall Quindry, an attorney 
here, had recently contracted to 
buy the building from Shelton 
through an out-of-town agent, but 
the sale has not been completed, 
it was learned. 

The -building was the scene of 
an assassination attempt against 
“Big Earl” Shelton May 24, 1949. 
He was shot and seriously wound- 
ed in his gambling club on the 
second floor, now vacant. 

“Big Earl” left Fairfield 18 
months ago and has not been seen 
here since. He is believed to be 
living in Indiana. He and Dalta 
Shelton are the only survivors of 
the five Shelton brothers, Carl, 
Bernie and Roy were those killed.

As disclosed last week, none of 
the Democratic election clerks in 
Callanan’s ward was transferred, 
although nine replacements were 
named.

tee, a Donnelly supporter, only 
two of the Republican election 
clerks were replaced. The re- 
placements were persons recom- 
mended by the Republican com- 
mitteeman in the ward. Seven of 
the nine Democratic replacements 
in the ward were recommended by 
the Callanan forces. 

Donnelly Group’s Charge. 

Donnelly’s supporters have 
charged that the shake-up of elec- 
tion officials was instigated by 
the Callanan forces in an effort 
to further Welch’s campaign. 

Election Board records showed 
the total number of election offi- 
cials, Republicans and Democrats, 
affected by the shake-up in the 
13 wards totaled 555. Of these 
311 were Democrats and 244 Re- 
publicans. 

When the shake-up of election 
officials was first disclosed by 
the Post-Dispatch June 27, Paul 
C. Calcaterra, Election Board 
chairman, said it was ordered ‘“‘to 
break up cliques” in the interest 
of an accurate voter canvass. He 
later said the accuracy of can- 
vasses made by the affected clerks 
in previous years had never been 
questioned.

Would Refuse—Quotes 
Him: ‘I Meant What |

CHICAGO, July 15 (UP)— 
Democratic National Chairman 
Frank E. McKinney said today he 
feels it his duty to “discourage” 
any move to draft President Tru- 
man for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. 

McKinney told a press confer- 
ence he is convinced that “under 
no circumstances” will Truman 
accept the nomination. He said 

he discussed the matter with the 
President at a two-hour meeting 
last Sunday. 

At that time. McKinney ‘said, 
Truman “reiterated—for perhaps 
the fifteenth time” that he does 
not want to run. McKinney quot- 
ed Truman as saying: |

Duty to Discourage Move. 

McKinney underlined his state- 
ment when a reporter asked what 
would happen if a move devel- 
oped within the convention, which 
opens next week, to draft Truman 
to succeed himself. 

“In view of what he has told 
me,” McKinney said, “I feel it is 
my duty to discourage such a 
move.” 

McKinney said he will consider 
himself bound by Truman’s state-

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TWO HELICOPTERS 
TAKE OFF IN BID

WESTOVER AIR FORCE 
BASE, Mass., July 15 (AP)—Two 
big helicopters took off today in 
an attempt to fly across the At- 
lantic.

I met the Very Rev. Hewlett 
Johnson, the “Red dean” of 
Canterbury, at a secret, closed 
Communist meeting on Tuesday, 
Nov. 16, 1948, under conditions 
which could have meant but one 
thing: that the dean was a high- 
ly important underground mem- 
ber of the Communist Interna- 
tional who used the Church of 
England as a “cover” for his pro- 
Soviet activities. 

The occasion was one of the 
dean’s frequent stops at Boston, 
which for many years was the 
center of the “pro-group” Com- 
munist party activities in thi 
country. 

Real Brains of Party. 

The pro-group is the real 
brains of the American Commu- 
nist party acting under orders of 
the Communist international. It 
is composed of leading doctors, 
ministers, lawyers, teachers, pro- 
fessors, authors, publishers and 
“cultural” leaders. 

The “Red Dean” has continued 
to travel and preach Soviet prop- 
aganda. He has just returned 
from Red China, echoing Russian 
charges that the United States is 
using germ warfare in Korea. 

For the November 1948 affair, 

I was one of two underground 
Communist party members di- 
rected to draw up plans for the 
Boston visit of the dean. 
' My instructions were delivered 
to me by courier. They came 
from Daniel Boone Schirmer and 
Eddie Garfield; both members of 
the central committee of the 
Communist party, District 1 
(Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island.) 

I was told to proceed to 12 
Walnut street, Beacon Hill, to a 
fourth-floor apartment, after tele- 
phoning Richmond 2-2434 for con- 
firmation. 

The person I met in the apart- 
ment was, like myself, a trusted 
member of the Communist un-

WASHINGTON, July 15—The 
United States today called on the 
Soviet Union to stop the publica- 
tion and distribution of its official 
Information Bylletin and other 
pamphlets in this country. 


. At the same time, Washington 
announced that it is suspending 
publication of Amerika, a Rus- 
sian-language magazine which the 
United States has been distribut- 
ing in the Soviet Union. 


Official Soviet interference 
with sales of Amerika has cut 
down distribution of the magazine 
SO drastically that its continua- 
tion is no longer justified, the 
United States said in a note de- 
livered in Moscow. 

‘Progressive Restriction.’ 

“Since the beginning of 1949, 
it has become increasingly appar- 
ent that the Soviet Government, 
through its agencies, has been 
engaged in progressive restriction 
of the full distribution and free 
sale of the magazine (Amerika)” 
the note said. 

“As a result of this obstruction 
the number of copies which can 
be presumed tg reach the Soviet 
public has become so small as 
not to justify a continuation of 
| this effort of the Government of 

the United States to supply Soviet 
readers with a true picture of 
American life and thus to promote 
understanding between the two 
peoples. 

_ “In view of the evident unwill- 
ingness of the Soviet government

TOKYO, July 15 (UP)}—Gen. J. 
Lawton Collins, United States 
Army chief of staff, today threat- 
ened the Communists with some 
“tough bombings” and another 
taste of the United Nations 
‘stepped-up‘ air war unless the 
Reds agree to an armistice in 
Korea, 

And Collins warned that if an 
“outside power” enters the war, 
the U.N. would strike back with 
every weapon in its arsenal, ex- 
cept germ warfare. 

Collins added, however, that the 
United States would “undoubtedly 
consult the U.N. before using 
atomic artillery or bombs.” 

“Chance” for Peace. 

Collins, who just returned to 
Tokyo from a visit to the war 
theater in Korea, declined to pre- 
dict the outcome of the Panmun- 
jom truce negotiations other than 
to say there is a “chance” for 
peace. 

“But if the Communists insist 
on continuing the fighting they’re 
going to be in for some tough 
bombings,” he said. 

The Communists have suffered 
two damaging blows recently from 
fleets of Allied planes. On June 
23, a 500-plane force knocked out 
five North Korean power plants. 
Last Friday 850 planes reduced 
Pyongyang to ashes in day-long 
attacks on supply areas. 

Collins said the U.N. could de- 
feat any Communist offensive in 
Korea unless some “outside power 
throws in considerable weight 
against us.” In that case, he 
added, “if necessary to employing 
anything to save our forces, we 
would use it—except germ war- 
fare.” 

Atomic Artillery Tested. 

Collins at first déclined to say 
whether the U.N. would use 
atomic artillery if this “outside 
power” should enter the war. He 
said it is “something the enemy 
would like to know.” Then he 
said: 

“We've tested it, but we’re not 
ready to use it at the present 
time for reasons I’m not going 
into. We will be prepared in a 
few years to use atomic missiles 
on battlefields. We're making 
great progress.” 

He said the U.N. could even 
push the Reds_ out of North 
Korea “if we thof&ght it was worth 
the cost.” 

Collins said the Yalu river 
power plants were not spared pre- 
vious bombing because of the ar- 
mistice talks. 

“We have not held off any tar- 
gets because of the talks,” he said. 
“We were convinced. the plants 
were worth the effort so we au- 
thorized the bombing.” 

He added that the bombing was 
part of a “shifting pattern.” 

“We shift our bombing empha- 
sis from time to time to confuse 
Red anti-aircraft,” he said. 

He insisted the U.N. had not 
lost the military advantage in 
Korea since the truce talks be- 
gan, and said unity of the U.N. 
had not been weakened in the 
year-long period. 

Allies Repel Red Attack. 

Armistice negotiations at Pan- 
munjom will be resumed tomor- 
row after a two-day recess called 
suddenly by the Communists in 
the midst of crucial secret talks 
on prisoner exchange. 

In advance of tomorrow’s ses- 
sion, U.N. officials offered no 
clue as to the significance of the 
break in discussions. 

Meanwhile Allied soldiers re- 
pulsed another savage Red coun- 
ter-attack on an east coast hill 

south of Kosong in a hand-to- 
hand battle. The Communists 
threw a battalion into their sixth 
unsuccessful attack on. the hill 
in 36 hours. One North ‘Korean 
unit fought its way into Allied 
bunkers, but U.N. soldiers sur- 
rounded the Reds and killed 
every one. 

Four days of fighting for the 
hill cost the Reds 327 soldiers 
killed and 265 wounded. 

In other sectors of the 155-mile 
battle front, the Allies reported 
killing 147 more Communist sol- 
diers. The heaviest fighting was 
north of ‘Chorwon on the central 
front, where a U.N. raiding party 
overran Chinese Communist po- 
sitions.

Brown said that Senator Wil- 
liam E. Knowland, chairman of 
the California delegation, tried 
to compromise the delegate issue, 
but Senator Henry Cabot Lodge 
Jr., of Massachusetts and Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s campaign 
manager refused. Eisenhower 
won the nomination. 


“A few minutes before I was to 
speak on the Louisiana delegate 
matter on Monday afternoon, I 
was told Senator John W. Bricker 
(chairman of the Ohio delegation) 
was to introduce a motion that 
the 1948 rules were to prevail. 

“That’s an example of the lack 
of liaison between Taft forces 
that day,” Brown said. ‘And Lfai- 
son is the business of the floor 
manager. Tom Coleman was floor 
manager.” 

Coleman is a Wisconsin Repub- 
lican leader and was one of the 
key men in Taft’s campaign or- 
ganization. 

Criticizes Gabrielson. 

Brown criticized Guy Gabriel- 
son, chairman of the G.O.P. Na- 
tional Committee until after the 
convention, because he had turned 
Brown down on a point of order 
regarding contested delegates. 

“I’m still convinced that my 
point of order was 100 per cent 
right,” he said. “Section 4-B 
clearly states that when the mat- 
ter of contested delegates has 
been referred back to the state 
conventions or committees and 
acted on there, they cannot be ap- 
pealed anywhere.”

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
his defeated opponent, Senator 
Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, already 
have made great progress in heal- 
ing the wounds of the bitter fight 
at Chicago, Nixon said, ‘predict- 
ing that the party would be uni- 
fied to march to victory in No- 
vember. 

Senator Watkins ‘Converted.’ 

An example of the rallying be- 
hind the Eisenhower-Nixon ticket 
came even as reporters waited to 

e the Californian. Senator Ar- 

ur V. Watkins, (Rep.), Utah, 
called on Nixon to congratulate 
him and pledge _ co-operation. 
Watkins told. reporters: 

“Gen. Eisenhower is a great 
Statesman and a _ great cani- 
paigner. I was for Taft to begin 
with, but I got converted. We're 
all behind the Eisenhower ticket 
now, and Ike’s going to win.” 

Nixon revealed some strong 
feelings on some campaign issues. 

“We can be sure, after what 
Gen. Eisenhower has said,” he 
explained in response to a ques- 
tion, “that the development of an 
effective and fair program for 
dealing with subversive elements 
will be one of oun major objec- 
tives ... failure cf our Far East- 
ern policy is and must be made 
a major campaign issue ... I 
want to reduce unnecessary Fed- 
eral spending, control the powers 
of the executive branch, and 
leave as much power as possible 
to the states...” 

Nixon will leave with his wife 
and two children for a vacation 
in California within the next 10 
days.

‘FAIR TRADE’ BILL SIGNED 
UNEXPECTEDLY BY TRUMAN 


Doesn’t Believe Law He Previously Indicated 
He Disapproved Is ‘as Harmful to 


Competition as 


Some Asserted.’

pectedly signed the McGuire 
“fair trade” bill, restoring the 
right of manufacturers and whole- 
salers to set the retail price of 
brand-name products, even though 
the goods are shipped across 
state lines. 

Previously Truman had indi- 
cated that the bill was “‘not in ac- 
cord with his program.” However, 
overwhelming majorities of Demo- 
crats in Congress favored the 
bill, which was strongly supported 
by drug and appliance groups. 

The President said that the bill 
would have some value in reduc- 
ing unfair competition but that he 
did not think Congress had found 
“the best solution” for the prob- 
lem of price cutting by powerful 
large retailers. However, he added: 

“I do not believe the ‘fair trade’ 
laws are as harmful to competi- 
tion as some have asserted. There 
are and will be strong competi- 
tive forces among manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers, even 
with the ‘fair trade’ laws in ef- 
fect.” 

Reverses Supreme Court. 

The bill reverses the effects of 
a Supreme Court decision of May 
1951, which set off a six-week re- 
tail price war in New York City 
and a few other cities. The court 
then held that a manufacturer 
could not set the price of his 
goods at retail for goods shipped 


across state lines, except in the | 
case of retailers with whom he | trade prices, by mail-order houses

JEFFERSON CITY, July 15— 
The city of St. Louis has opened 
the way for an attack on reten- 
tion of streetcars in St. Louis. 
The ground would be that the 
investment in them is so much 


heavier than that in busses that 
the cost of street cars tends to 
push fares up. 

This issue was raised briefly 
by City Counselor James E. 
Crowe in the hearing of St. Louis 
Public Service Co’s 20-cent fare 
case before the Missouri Public 
Service Commission here yester- 
day. It is likely to be renewed in 
later phases of the hearing. 

After presentation of the com- 
pany’s direct testimony the hear- 
ing was adjourned to Aug. 25, 
with the intention of completing 
it that week. 

Crowe’s inquiry yesterday was 
brief. He is a member of the 
Mayor’s Committee on Transit 
Ownership, a fact lending added 
point to the issue. The Post-Dis- 
patch learned that the idea back 
of the inquiry was the ‘possible 
elimination of streetrars. com- 
pleting conversion of the St. 
Louis transit svstem to: busses. 
Only seven car lines remain: Del- 
mar, University, Hodiamont, Well- 
ston, Broadway, Jefferson and 
Grand. 


Overlapping Use. 


Crowe asked Philip E. Lohoef- 
ner, acting controller of the com- 
pany, to state how the property 
investment is divided between 
streetcars and busses. Lohoefner 
said it would be difficult to do 
this exactly, because there is 
some overlapping of use of the 
property. ; 

“This is an integrated property. 
operating as a system,” Gaylord 
C. Burke, vice president and gen- 
eral counsel of the company, in- 
terjected. 

Alderman Everett J. Taylor, 
chairman of the aldermanic 
transit committee, an observer at 
the «hearing, told, the Post- 
Dispatch it would beesirable, in 
his opinion, to restore regulation 
of the bus business to the city, 
leavifig regulation of the streetcar 
busingss to the state commission.

The accounts referred to by 
Lohoefner showed, on the sur- 
face, an investment of $22,652,919 
in the bus facilities and $20,333.- 
412 in the streetcar facilities of 
the company, as of May 31. These 
figures, lacking any guide to sep- 
aration of overlapping functions, 
showed that 47 per cent of the 
total investment is in the street- 
car facilities. 


Comparison of Mileage. 


However, as of last year, a 
check of records shows, street- 
cars covered less than 16 per 
cent of the company’s total route 
mileage and operated 21 per cent 
of the vehicle miles run. Street- 
cars carried 29 per cent of the 
passengers, and produced the 
same proportion of the revenue. 

Public Service Co., like other 
utilities, is entitled to base its 
fares on its investment in utility 
property. The disproportionate- 
ly high investment in streetcars 
would tend strongly to push the 
fare schedule upward, under the 
theory of attack opened by the 
city.. However, any scrapping of 
the existing modernized streetcar 
facilities could raise difficult fi- 
nancial problems. 

Lohoefner, in his testimony, 
told how the company has “made 
every effort” to effect savings at 
least partly offsetting the steady 
rise in wages and other operating 
costs. He cited the following in- 
stances: 

Reduction of accidents ($300,- 
000 a-year); maintenance improve- 
ments giving this company the 
lowest maintenance costs of any 
large city transit system; closing 
of the RosedaJle garage in 1949, 
in a move to “consolidate opera- 
tions”; closing of Carondelet ga- 
rage this year ($25,000 a year);

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Doubt Voiced on Truman’s Ability 
To Deliver State Votes to Choice 


as Unit 


Leaders Differ on Whether Delegation to 
Democratic Convention Will Act 


or Split.

Missouri delegates to next 
week’s Democratic National Con- 
vention indicated today President 
Truman may not be able to de- 
liver all of the state’s 34 conven- 
tion votes to the candidate he fa- 
vors as his successor in the White 
House. 

Generally speaking, the Mis- 
souri delegates are keeping pretty 
quiet about their personal pref- 


erences among the various can- 
didates for their party’s presiden- 
tial nomination. The few who 
have openly declared for one or 
the other of the candidates are 
expecting at this time to stick by 
their choices as long as they have 
a chance. | 


However, former State Demo- 
cratic Chairman Richard R. Nacy 
of Jefferson City, a delegate from 
the old Second congressional dis- 
trict, said he thinks the Missouri 
delegation will line up “100 per 
cent” behind the man backed by 
Truman, 


Nacy, former executive vice 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, declared the 
Missourians would back the Pres- 
ident’s choice for the nomination 
solidly, whether or not the unit 
rule is adopted. 


View of St. Louis Leaders. 


St. Louis Democratic leaders, 
on the other hand, were saying 
privately that the President’s 
wishes would not be necessarily 
binding on all of the state’s dele- 
gates. One expressed the opinion 
that Trumar could not control 
more than a third of the delega- 
tion, because he has lost influ- 
ence, like any other “lame duck” 
official. 


Another party leader said the 
only way President Truman could 
deliver the entire Missouri vote 
was for the delegates to bind 
themselves under the unit rule. 
This would mean that the state’s 
34 votes would.be cast the way 
a majority of the delegates dic- 
tated. 


If the unit rule is not invoked, 
most Missouri Democrats expect 
the state delegation to cast a split 
vote among several of the presi- 
dential candidates, at least on the 
early convention ballots. 


Identity of the President’s can- 
didate to be his successor is sup- 
posed to be disclosed at the con- 
vention by Thomas J. Gavin, a 
Kansas City councilman, who was 
selected as the President’s alter- 
nate. Gavin, an old political as- 
sociate of Truman in the Kansas 
City Pendergast organization, is 
not talking, even after recent 
visits with the President in Wash- 
ington. 

Should a serious draft-Truman 
movement get started in the con- 
vention, the Missourians would 


be more or less compelled to get: 
behind their home state Presi- 
dent for re-election. 


Few Have Expressed Choice. 

Few of Missouri’s 42 delegates, 
who will cast the 34 votes, have 
expressed a personal preference 
among the candidates for the 
presidential nomination. This 
early support is scattered among 
five of the avowed, favcrite son 
and dark horse candidates. 


Mayor Joseph M. Darst and 
Harold Gibbons, head of the po- 
litically-active Local 688, AFL 
Teamsters Union, are for Mutual 
Security Administrator’ Averell 
Harriman, reportedly Truman’s 
current choice. _Darst and Gib- 
bons unsuccessfully attempted to 
obtain strong Missouri support 
for Harriman at the State Demo- 
cratic Convention last month. 


Together they represent 114 
Missouri convention votes. The 
Mayor, as a delegate from the old 
Eleventh Congressional District, 
has a full vote. Gibbons has a 
half vote as a delegate-at-large. 
However Harriman is favored by 
the liberal wing of the party and 
is in a position to pick up strong 
Missouri support. 

Sheriff Thomas F. Callanan, 
North St. Louis Democratic fac- 
tional leader, favors Senator Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey of Minnesota 
for the presidential nomination, 
and United States Representative 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. of New 
York for Vice President. Hum- 
phrey is his home state’s favor- 
ite son candidate.

Of great help to Mrs. Moos and 
myself was a small Communist 
cell of “phony” Ministers who 
lent their names to our publicity.

In. dealing with the press, we 
told reporters that their only op- 
portunity to hear and see the 
dean would be at a scheduled for- 
mal meeting in Boston’s Jordan 
hall.

He can 
be removed only for an ecclesi- 
astical offense. ;

MUST TOLERATE 
HIM—CHURCHILL 


LONDON, July 15 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill told 
the House of Commons today that 
the “Red Dean” of Canterbury 
had to be tolerated as part of the 
price of free speech. 

“Free speech carries with it the 
evil of all the foolish, unpleasant, 
venomous things that are said, 
but on the whole we would rather 
lump them than do away with 
them,” Churchill said. 

Churchill was replying to de- 
mands for the establishment of a 
tribunal to investigate Dr. Hew- 
lett Johnson, the 78-year-old dean 
whose Communist sympathies 
have been getting him into con- 
tinual hot water in Britain. 

“The establishment of such a 
tribunal,” Churchill replied, 
“would in the opinion of the gov- 
ernment invest the activities of 
the Dean of Canterbury with an 
importance they do not deserve.” 

The uproar began when the 
dean last week returned from a 
visit to Red China and supported 
Communist charges that United 
States and the United Nations 
forces are using germ warfare in 
the Far East. British newspapers 
ridiculed his “evidence.”

REPORTS EVIDENGE 
OF AR SPYING ON 
ALASKA BY REDS 


Air Force Tells of Vapor 
Trails Above Nunivak 
Island— Defenses 


Alerted.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
July 15.—The Air Defense Com- 
mand of the Air Force disclosed 
officially yesterday for the first 
time that there has been evidence 
of air reconnaissance of the 


Alaskan coastline by Soviet Rus- 
sia. 

The specific mission. of the Air 
Defense Command, with head- 
quarters in this city, is to de- 
fend the United States from 
enemy air attack. Three months 
ago the entire command and the 
western, eastern and central air 
defense forces were alerted in the 
dead of night and put on “de- 
fense readiness” as a result of the 
sighting above Nunivak island off 
western Alaska of vapor contrails 
at high altitude. 

The Royal Canadian Air Force 
also was notified and alerted its 
defenses. Nunivak island is south- 
east across Bering sea from the 
Chukotski peninsula of Siberia 
where a concentration of Red Air 
Force bases is known to be lo- 
cated. 

Contrails of the type sighted 
are created by the exhausts of 
aircraft engines under certain at- 
mospheric conditions. Observers 


who reported the sighting were 


sure that they were made by rap- 
idly moving aircraft. However, 
radar defense warning equipment 
indicated that no enemy planes 
penetrated beyond the coastline 
into United States territory on 
this occasion. 

Asked whether they believed 
the reports, Air Defense Com- 
mand chiefs said: “There is every 
indication that they were accu- 
rate.” Although only one inci- 
dent of suspected Soviet recon- 
Naissance was revealed by Air 
Command headquarters, authori- 
tative Canadian sources disclosed 
that similar incidents have been 
reported in the Canadian north 
territory.

Search Pressed for Killer of 
Secretary in Columbia 
University Office. 


NEW YORK, July 15 (AP)—A 
United States marine’s mother is 
‘ asking for his return from Korea 
to attend the funeral of his mur- 
dered fiancee, mysteriously shot 
in a Columbia University office. 

An unidentified man killed 20- 
year-old Eileen Fahey yesterday 
as+she sat at her desk reading a 
letter from the marine, Pfc. Ron- 
old Leo, also 20. Two other let- 
ters from Leo, both unopened, 
lay on the desk. 

Police pressed the search for 
both the killer and a motive in 
the baffling case in which the 


man announced his deed to sev-/, 


eral persons. <A professor saw 
him, but was afraid to stop him. 

Leo’s mother, Mrs. Margaret 
Leo, sent a telegram last night to 
Gen. Lemuel C. Shepherd Jr., 
head of Marine Corps, in Wash- 
ington. She asked that her son 
be granted emergency furlough 
for his fiancee’s funeral, sched- 
uled Friday. 

Deputy Chief Police Inspector 
James B. Leggett, working with 
35 detectives, discounted the pos- 
sibility that the killing was the 
result of a love triangle. 

Friends and relatives, among 75 
persons questioned last night, all 
told the same story: that “Ron- 
nie is the only boy she ever went 
out with.” 

Miss Fahey was the second in 
her family to die violently. Her 
brother Frank, then 18, was shot 
to death five years ago in a teen- 
age street fight. Alonzo Ramirez, 
23, the youth who shot her broth- 
er was questioned yesterday by 
police and released. He is now 
on parole after serving three 
years in a reformatory for man- 
slaughter. 

Miss Fahey was shot in the 
morning as Columbia summer 
school students were starting on 
their way to classes. The shoot- 
ing occurred in a ninth floor of- 
fice used by the American Physi- 
cal Society, for which Miss Fa- 
hey worked as a secretary. 

The killer—described as a 
young, thin, dark six-footer— 
wakxed out of the office with the 
pistol in his hand, told three 
women in the hallway he “just 
shot a girl,” and escaped down a

Civi] Service Commission 
Calls for Dismissal or 


New Assignment of 
About 100. 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP)— 
The Civil Service Commission to- 
day took away from the National 
Production Authority the right to 
hire its own workers because of 
irregularities in selecting em- 
ployes last year. 

It called for “corrective action” 
-- meaning dismissal or new 
assignments — for possibly more 
than 100 NPA employes. In some 
cases, the commission said, vet- 
erans’ preference in hiring was 
ignored. 

The commission ruled that all 
future NPA hiring must be re- 
ferred for prior approval to the 
Department of Commerce, the 
parent organization of the emerg- 
ency production agency. 

Commerce Department and 
NPA officials, questioned on the 
charges, said they would carry 
out the commission’s orders com- 
pletely and would co-operate fully 
in matters of hiring. 

They did not deny that abuses 
had occurred, but said they were 
in 1951 when NPA was striving 
to build a staff quickly to deal 
with a mushrooming load of work 
in administering priority and 
allocation controls. 

Many of the improper appoint- 
ments, they said, were of day-to- 
day consultants or commodity 
specialists in the “WAE” category | 
—meaning, paid only “when act- 
ually employed.” 

In many of the latter cases the 
one-year term of appointments 
has expired, officals said, and the 
appointees have left the agency. 

The unusual announcement by 
the Civil Service Commission said 
that 11 per cent of NPA’s appoint- 
ees above the salary level of $3410 
a year were ineligible for their 
jobs at the time they were hired. 

Inspection of NPA’s personnel 
actions, the commission said, 
showed that the defense agency 
took on workers who were not 


on the civil service registers, 
while at the same time rejecting 
all names on the official lists of 
civil service eligibles. 

“The. commission also found 
NPA had in its files applications 
of veterans qualified for positions 
to which non-veterans were ap- 
pointed,” the report continued. 

The commission studied 1761 
appointments, nearly half of them 
in the class of commodity-indus- 
try analyst, and found 200 not 
qualified under civil service rules 
at the time of appointment. 

“Ninety-nine of the 200 still 
are not eligible for the positions 
they now occupy,” itw as chargéd. 

A spot check of application files 
sohwed that 227 applications from 
veterans “had been ‘charged out’

RUSSIA 10. FIGHT 
ANY PACIFIC PACT 
EMBRACING JAPAN 


Expected to Oppose Such 
a Move as Strongly as 
It Has German Tieup 
With NATO.

MOSCOW, July 15 (AP)— 
Russia is going to exert great 
effort to keep Japan out of any 
Pacifie version of the North At- 
lantic alliance, 


This is the emphatic opinion of 
a number of persons who closely 
follow the foreign policy of the 
U.S.S.R. 

Witnesses to the reaction here 
of efforts to get Germany into a 
European army, these observers 
say the Soviets object just as 
strongly to Japanese military 
units being drawn into any Amer- 
ican-sponsored or American-led 
bloc in the Far East. 

Suspicious of Menzies. 


Already there are rumblings 
here about what may be under 
way, or about to get under way 
in the Pacific, This was partic- 
ularly true when Australian Prime 
Minister Robert Menzies made his 
recent trip to Washington and 
London. 

The Russians are highly sus- 
picious that Menzies is the front 
runner for a race to get Japan 
into a Pacific military alliance 
built along the lines of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

The Moscow press has already 
begun to write about the issue. 

“U.S.A. Creating an Aggressive 
Pacific Pact,” said a recent head- 
line carried by most Moscow 
papers over a Tass news agency 
dispatch from New York. This 
story quoted a Western news 
agency, 

The story said Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson, the Austral- 
ian Minister of External Affairs, 
and New Zealand Minister of Ex- 
ternal Affairs Webb, will meet in 
Honolulu the first week of Au- 
gust. 

“As is clear from. the report 
the fundamentals of an aggressive 
Pacific pact will be laid at the 
time of the meeting,” Tass said. 

Russian Move Expected. 

The Soviet press earlier had 
noted that Menzies, when on his 
way to London, was asked if there 
were plans to get Japan into a 
Pacific alliance, and that he re- 
plied this was a very interesting 
question. 

As the United States, France 
and Britain well know, the Soviet

DR. SCHACHT INVITED

CANDIDATES’ LOYALTY OATH 
UPHELD IN WASHINGTON STATE 


OLYMPIA, Wash., July 15 (UP) 
~The state supreme court upheld 


unanimously yesterday the consti- 
tutionality of a law requiring all 
political candidates in the state 
to swear they are not subversives. 

The loyalty oath had been ruled 
unconstitutional by a lower court 
On the ground. it imposed addi- 
tional qualifications on elective 
offices which were set up under 
the national and state constitu- 
tions. 

The oath was challenged by five 
members of the Progressive party 
and an officer of a CIO union 
who said they intended to be 
candidates but would not sign the 
anti-subversive affidavit.

The two men, in a joint state- 
ment last April 11, said the 
cables, addressed to Chiang at his 
Formosa headquarters, were sent 
by Lt. Gen. P. T. Mow, who has 
since been dismissed as Chinese 
air force procurement officer in 
Washington. 

The cables, as entered by Morse 
in the Congressional Record, told 
of contacts with Senator Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio and other Repub- 
lican leaders and termed Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson “pre- 
judiced against China.” One said 
“there is no chance for a change 
of China policy as long as Ache- 
son is in power.” 

Chen and Pee said the mes- 
Sages, as they reached Morse 
translated into English, were 
“fabrications and distortions.”

PATTERN of significant ideas on regional water and land re-.'- 
sources planning and management has been sketched in broad, |

These ideas, it has become quite 


apparent, can be expected to shape the commission’s report, due 


by the end of the year. 

The commission thus is heading 
toward a proposal for some sort 
of centralized agency to handle 
the development of the great 
Missouri river valley as a unified 
administration, with legally con- 
stituted powers and restraints. 

The biggest problem before the 
commission is to find a formula 
that will result in an agency that 
can do the desired job, and 
which also will be generally ac- 
ceptable to the sharply divergent 
interests spread across the 10 
states of the basin from St. Louis 
to the Rocky Mountains. The 
biggest advantage in facing this 
difficult task is the clear finding, 
in the hearings, that ‘a spirit of 
compromise and _ understanding 
exists in many quarters. 


Hearings in Nine’ States. 


The commission, headed by 
James E. Lawrence, Nebraska 
editor, and having five other lay 
members and three from each 
house of Congress, has held hear- 
ings in nine of the states. The 
final hearing, in Nebraska in Au- 
gust, is not likely to» change the 
general pattern of ideas encoun- 
tered. About 400 witnesses have 
been heard so far. They were free 
to say what they liked and as 
much as they wished, but many 
of them were rather rigorously 
cross examined by the commis- 
sioners. Without question, the 
whole range of viewpoints was 
stated, from extreme conservative 
to extreme liberal. 

A big, far-flung start has been 
made in the last six years on Wa- 
ter and land projects for the Misr 
souri basin, chiefly those of the 
ruggedly independent Corps of 
Engineers of the Army and 
Bureau of Reclamation of the In- 
terior Department. Co-ordination 
of this multi-billion-dollar pro- 
gram is under the voluntary, 
extra-legal Missouri Basin Inter- 
agency Committee, consisting of 
representatives from six federal 
agencies and the 10 governors of 
the basin. 

The commission heard many 
witnesses, both within and with- 
out the Interagency set-up, defend 
the existing methods of operation. 
However, the outstanding and sur- 
prising showing of the hearings 
has been the extensive realiza- 
tion in the Missouri valley that 
some form of unified, official re- 
gional planning and management 
agency is desirable. The nature 
of discussion of this question by 
many witnesses leads to the con- 
clusion evidently reached by the 
commission that many elements 
would welcome such an agency 
and that it might gain public ac- 
ceptance if it represents a fair 
and workable compromise. 


MVA Favored and Opposed. 

Among the alternatives to the 
Interagency system strongly be- 
fore the commission was the Mis- 
souri Valley Authority, modeled 
essentially after the successful 
Tennessee Valley Authority, and 
a bone of contention in the Mis- 
souri basin for the last decade. 
However, the commission also 
found widespread opposition to an 
MVA, especially among governors 
and others presumably qualified to 
speak for segments of the public. 
In the face of this bitter opposi- 
tion, it would be amazing if the 
commission should come out for 
anything closely resembling MVA 
in the form heretofore proposed. 

n summary, the fears ex- 

scant to the commission about a 
valley authority were that it might 
be a sort of socialistic super-state, 
‘ with powers far too broad in con- 
trol of the region’s life and econ- 
omy; that it might interfere with 
states’ rights, and with the jeal- 
ously guarded water rights of the 
semi-arid states, and that it might 
interfere with liberties of the 
people. MVA advocates denied all 
this, but did not undertake to 
answer the charges in detail. 
Even some important support- 
ers of MVA have retreated from 
insistance on the original form. 
Instead they would be content 
with a more limited but unified 
regional management. 
What Agency Might Be ry 
ased on strongly voiced de- 
aces from various shades 0 
opinion, in the hearings, indica- 
tions are that the type of new 
agency which might be proposed 
likely would be about as follows:

Finding Winner 
Is Big Problem 
For Democrats. 


Leaders Look for 
Much Sentiment

WASHINGTON, July 15. 
EPUBLICANS now have the 
candidates and Democrats 
must run on the issues. That 
is why many Democratic leaders 
expect to find at Chicago a heavy

President Truman. 

They figure it this way: 

The President is their only pos- 
sibility who can match his inter- 
national stature and _ personal 
force with that of Gen. Eisen- 
hower, He is the most articulate 
spokesman for the broad base of 
Democratic policy which has five 
times won the White House. 


At the same time, Democrats 
anticipate strong delegate re- 
sistance to any attempt, by Tru- 
man or. others, to give them a 
nominee they do not know well or 
do not. feel is a winner, either 
because of his voting record or 
personality. | 

If the Republican conclave just 
concluded proved nothing else, 
it showed how strongly national 
convention delegates are influ- 
enced by the desire to win. 


It is now clear that Senator 
Taft’s campaign suffered from 
Potomac fever. He had with him 
the men best known here in his 
party, its principal Senators. In 
Washington he seemed invincible. 
In Chicago, he met the folks and 
they had a rallying point in a 
world famous leader of men. 
When the Senator also presented 
them with a moral issue—a handi- 
cap in November—he was through. 


The Democrats are not so 
lucky. They have been well-edu- 
cated in the value of their issues 
by. Roosevelt and Truman who 
beamed them, with malice afore- 
thought, over the heads of party 
leaders to large blocs of voters. 
They do not have their obvious 
leader. Mrs. Truman has an iron 
will and the President has plainly 
been enjoying the relaxation of 
renunciation.

dously costly development of the 
valley.

In view of the heavy 
costs, however, it is problemati- 
cal whether the commission will 
be able to come up with any not- 
able change from the system of 
looking to Uncle Sam for most of 
the money. 

Several sources, including the 
Missouri state administration, 
made statements to the survey 
commission in favor of an im- 
partial board of analysis for basin 
projects. This would be along the 
lines of a suggestion of the Hoover 
governmental reorganization com- 
mission. There was some support 
for the conservancy district idea, 
sim‘'ar to Ohio’s scheme. 

Various, conservative interests, 
largely representative of business,

Quoting unpublished figures on 
a 1951 household budget of a Mos- 
cow family of three, Kotschnig 
showed that a white collar worker 
with an above-average income, 
lived with his wife and child in 
one and a half rooms of a three 
and a half room apartment, which 
they shared with 11 other per- 
sons. After paying taxes, rent, 
electricity and phone bills, this 
worker was left with just enough 
to feed his family, he said. 

The claim of international Com- 
munism that it can meet the 
needs and rising expectations of 
people, particularly in underde- 
veloped countries, “appears to be 
hollow,” Kotschnig said. 

“In spite of the fact that the 
Soviet people have been driven 
to ever-greater production, their 
living standards appear to be 
pitiably low.

T might have been” is always the theme of convention post- 
But in the case of the Republican convention that 
nominated Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower for the presidency, the 


“might have beens” were unusually significant. For example, Sena- 
tor Robert A. Taft might have been the vice presidential nominee on 


the ticket with Gen. Eisenhower. 

The curious fact is that Senator 
Taft wanted the second place on 
the ticket, or at least some of his 
leading supporters wanted it for 
him. 

After the ballot that named 
Gen, Eisenhower, the floor-work- 
ers of Taft manager David Sinton 
Ingalls quickly passed the word 
among the delegations to “en- 
courage” any sentiment for Taft 
for the second place. . 

Later, when the Eisenhower 
high commanders assembled to 
choose the vice presidential nomi- 
nee, they received messages that 
the Ohio Senator would be avail- 
able. 

There was obvious purpose in 
this seemingly extraordinary sug- 
gestion of removing Senator Taft 
from the activity of the Senate 


floor to the customary impotence 
of the Senate rostrum. 


The nomination of the Ohio 
Senator would have evoked a 
great convention demonstration, 
reasserting Taft’s great popularity 
in the party. It would have con- 
stituted both acknowledgment and 
proof of the continuing power of 
the Republican Old Guard faction. 
It would have allowed the Sena- 
tor, as vice presidential nominee, 
to mold the whole election cam- 
paign. on the so-called “fighting” 
pattern that he favors. The Taft 
people calculated, in fact, that 
Taft in the second place might 
almost overshadow Eisenhower in 
the first. 


Favored by Minority. 


Among the Eisenhower leaders, 
a considerable minority favored 
the choice of Taft as being likely 
to reunite the badly divided Re- 
publican party. But Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge and others, for the 
reasons above given, interposed a 
powerful and absolute veto. Gen. 
Eisenhower had deputed to them 
the right of final decision, and so 
Senator Nixon got the nod. 

Again Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
came much closer to figuring as 
an important candidate than most 
people suppose. Gov. John Fine 


of Pennsylvania had made his 
vital decision to throw his Penn- 
sylvania votes to Gen. Eisen- 
hower even before the convention 
opened. Yet Fine is a devoted 
MacArthur admirer, and there 
might still have been bad trouble 
in the Pennsylvania delegation. - 


~ 


There was bad trouble, of a 
sort, as a sequel to MacArthur’s 
keynote speech. The same day, 
Senator Taft’s weakness had al- 
ready been revealed by the vote 
on the Langlie rule neutralizing 
the contested southern delega- 
tions. Certain Taft leaders, includ- 
ing Pennsylvania’s G. Mason Owe 
lett and Joseph Pew, began to look 
with favor on a switch to Mace 
Arthur. To prepare the way, how- 
ever, it was necessary to weaken 
the Eisenhower drive and this 
had to be accomplished in the on- 
coming vote as to which of the 
Georgia and other contested dele- 
gations should be seated, 


Escorted by Fine. 


Gen. MacArthur, who was es- 
corted to the airport by Gov, 
Fine, seems to have used all his 
influence to secure Fine’s help, 
There was a moment when Fine 
at least wavered. Then Gov. Fine 
had given his promise to Herbert 
Brownell to support Gen. Eisen- 
hower on the Georgia issue and 
the first ballot. Yet the Mac+ 
Arthur danger continued in a 
different form. 


Now the hope was for an in- 
decisive first ballot, which would 
not nominate Gen. Eisenhower, 
but would persuade Senator Taft 
that he had better withdraw, 
After such a ballot, it was fur- 
ther hoped, Senator Taft could 
be induced to escort Gen. Mac- 
Arthur into the convention. In 
circumstances of utmost drama, 
Taft was to transfer his support 
to the general. If this had hap- 
pened, a great many Pennsyl- 
vania votes would have broken 
from Eisenhower to MacArthur 
on the next ballot, whether or not 
with Gov. Fine’s consent. It was 
close enough to happening, at 
least, for the convention amphi- 
theatre management to be warned 
to prepare a guarded gate for 
the Taft-MacArthur grand entry.

Asking for the Moon 


Public Service Co. seeks the highest profits in 
its history in its latest request for higher fares. 
And for a profitable utility which has been 
steadily reducing its service to the public, that 
demand is preposterous. 

The Post-Dispatch made an analysis of the 
company’s proposal in the news columns. The 


report showed that if Public Service gets its 


20-cent bus and streetcar fare, plus all the sub- 
sidiary fare increases it seeks, its earnings would 
exceed $2,000,000 a year. 

That would be a quarter-million dollars more 
than the fattest previous profit, which was made 
in the war boom year of 1943, To ask that when 
business is declining is to ask for the moon. 

The company does face higher wage and other 
costs. Perhaps it can support some part of its 
demand for more revenue. The Missouri Public 
Service Commission will have to determine that. 

But the revenue the company now seeks is 
about twice the sum needed to pay the em- 
ployes’ recent wage increase. And it is enough 
to add 38 cents to the current peak dividend of 
a dollar for the stockholders. That would be a 
yield of 63 per cent on the controlling invest- 
ment of the Chicago holding company, National 
City Lines. 

Moreover, the higher fares would mean a 
profit rate of about 7.8 per cent on Public Serv- 
ice’s net base investment. Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. asked for that same rate but the 
State Commission granted it 6.45 per cent. 

The commission must ask itself whether Pub- 
lic Service slrould be allowed even this much. 
The transit company, unlike most other utilities, 
is not trying to expand service. It does not need 
more capital. On the contrary, Public Service 
has reduced service by more than 20 per cent in 
recent years. How, then, can it properly demand 
a record profit? 

City Counselor James E. Crowe suggested it 
is “obviously impossible” to set transit fares 
high enough to produce the kind of profits en- 
joyed by other utilities. ‘From this company’s 
history and the national condition of the transit 
industry,” he said, “the prospect of a full rate 
of return is only a mirage.” 

The transit industry is pulling in its horns. It 
is losing riders. It faces tough competition from 
the automobile. Any ordinary business faced 
with such conditions does not expect a record 
profit, and there is no reason why state regula- 
tion should guarantee it for Public Service. 

Another fare increase—the seventh in six 
years—would only reduce transit riding further. 
Since 1947, Public Service’s passengers have de- 
clined from 376,155,000 to 198,613,000. The 
“mass” in mass transit has been cut in half. 

If this trend continues, if year after year the 
company demands higher fares and loses riders, 
St. Louis will lose real mass transportation. 

Certainly when transit is a private business, 
it must be allowed a reasonable profit. But the 
question facing many cities today is whether 
mass transit can be operated for a profit and 
still serve the transportation needs of the pub- 
lic. That is why St. Louis, like other communi- 
ties, has been forced reluctantly to consider the 
possibility of public ownership. 

This, in short, is a poor time for Public Serv- 
ice Co. to be seeking a record-breaking profit. 
The company cannot justify the demand. 
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Oratorical Oil 
So far as we have seen, the best story out of 
the Republican National Convention has not yet 


been printed anywhere. 
This is it: After Senator Dirksen’s fatal at- 


tempt to spread oratorical oil on the raging seas,

The other fellow who talked just that way, 
said the delegate from the Southwest, was that 
used-car dealer who handed him a smooth line 
about the merits of that second-hand car. The 
man from the Southwest was completely per- 
suaded and purchased the car while under the 
seller’s spell. Then three weeks later, said the 
delegate: “I had to buy a new motor!” 
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Dissent on Miss Universe 

Nearly every beauty contest we ever heard 
of went into history to the accompaniment of 
catcalls and jeers from defeated contestants, 
The late “Miss Universe” contest is taking the 
usual course—but with variations that leave us 
breathless. 

“Miss Italy,” one of the also-rans, complains 
that “Miss Finland” did not deserve to win. 
“Miss Finland,” says “Miss Italy,” was crowned 
“Miss Universe” merely as a plug for the 
Olympic Games which are being held in Fin- 
land. She adds the dark thought that “Miss 
Germany” placed high in the lists because the 
State Department wanted to ‘butter up Chan- 
cellor Adenauer. . 

The suspicion that any considerations except 
beauty entered into this competition is repug- 
nant. Especially so is the suggestion that motives 
of international politics were involved. 

Even more disconcerting, however, is the 
revelation that “Miss Italy,” in casting asper- 
sions upon “Miss Finland” and “‘Miss Germany,” 
is not suggesting that the crown should have 
gone to herself. “Miss* Louisiana” or “Miss 
Montana” were her choices. And as for “Miss 
Louisiana” and “Miss Montana,” they say the 
judges were right in picking “Miss Finland.” 

So we are thoroughly unnerved. Just what 
is going on? Was this a beauty contest, or a 
conference to promote international ‘amity? 
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The Grand Jury Alerted 


The circuit court grand jury's preliminary in- 
quiry into the wholesale transfer of election 
clerks in St. Louis has turned up no evidence of 
law violation. This is somewhat but not entirely 
reassuring. 

At this stage of developments at least, that 
question is a matter of propriety rather than of 
law. Was it proper for the Election Board to 
transfer almost every election clerk in the six 
wards in which former Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
has his strongest support? We do not think so, 
especially since the Election Board. has failed to 
produce a shred of evidence to justify its arbi- 
‘trary and unusual action. 

The effect of that move was to raise a great 
many questions in the minds of independent 
citizens. Foremost of those, of course, was wheth- 
er the transfers were in the public interest, or 
in the private interest of the Callanan faction in 
its bitter fight to defeat Donnelly and nominate 
Phil J. Welch. In these circumstances, the bur- 
den of proof seems to lie with the Election 
Board. Publie officials have responsibility not 


only to avoid evil but to avoid the appearance of | 


it as well. The grand jury found no evil and, 


within the realm of the law, gave the Election

Board a clean bill of health. But it is standing by 


to continue its inquiry if additional develop- 4 


ments require it.

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People Above Politicians 

The Democratic national convention is being 
asked to give up most of its power, and to turn 
it over to the voters of the United States. A 
group of 53 Democratic members of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives is urging the 
convention’s resolutions committee to submit a 
platform containing a plank in favor of nation- 
wide presidential primaries. 

Most of the proponents of this major reform 
apparently favor the plan submitted to Congress 
by Senator Douglas and Representative Bennett. 
This would have Washington help each state to 
meet the expenses of a popular pre-convention 
vote. Such a test would not be binding on the 
party conventions, but it is hard to imagine the 
delegates going against the expressed prefer- 
ence of a majority of all the Republicans or all 
the Democrats in the country. Congress could 
authorize such primaries; but Senator Smather: 
wants it to go even farther and submit a consti- 
tutional amendment calling for binding, direct . 
presidential primaries. _ . : 

Senator Douglas and his associates could not 


resist a mild dig at the delegate scandals which 


played such a decisive part in the just con- 
cluded Republican convention, They called 
those scandals “disgraceful,” and they alluded 
to “back-room dealing and bargain-hunting,” 
but they were fair enough to say that the events 
of last week “could be repeated in any: party’s 
nominating procedures.” 

These men are not opportunists. They are 
serious in their advocacy of presidential pri- 
maries. They demonstrated this by trying hard 
to have Congress provide for such elections in 
advance of this year’s conventions. They know 
that under the present system it is the politi- 
cians who have well nigh exclusive power in the 
choice of candidates. As they said: “A national 
convention cannot accurately express the will of 
the people.” And what counts above everything 
else in a democracy is the will of the people. 

National presidential primaries have been 
advocated by at least two Democratic presi- 
dents: Woodrow Wilson and Harry Truman, 
They are now being advocated by all the leading 
Democratic presidential candidates or by their 
campaign managers. We are also happy to note 
among the advocates Senator Hemnings and Rep- 
resentative Carnahan of Missouri and Represen- 
tative Price of Illinois. 

We trust that the resolutions committee will 
act favorably on this proposal, and that its 
action will be endorsed next week by the con- 
vention. This is not a matter of partisanship. It 
is a question of rejecting political manipulation 
in favor of genuine popular seleetion of the 
chief magistrate of the nation, the man who is, 
in Cleveland’s words, “‘the tribune of the people.” 
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Talking Highway 

New Jersey is about to build what is called 
a talking highway that will give motorists an 
audible warning if they get out of line. The 
idea is worth consideration for the express 
highway in St. Louis. 

New Jersey's “talking” lane dividers consist 
of a two-foot strip of scored concrete laid flush 
with the pavement. When a car starts crossing 
into the wrong lane, vibrations caused by the 
tires make a humming sound which is ampli- 
fied by the car body acting as a sounding board. 
The texture of the strip gives it a high degree 
of visibility at night. 

This is, of course, only one of many types of 
physical dividers that might be used to make 
the express highway safer. Some type should be 
seriously considered here. Rigid control of traf- 
fic flow might be far more effective as a safety 
measure than the proposed reduction of the 
speed limit. 
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Civic Courage in Virginia 
Virginia is voting on nominations for United 


States Senator and thanks to a brave man the 
people of the state Have an alternative to Harry 


F. Byrd, who runs just about as smooth a 


political machine as there is in the country. The 
brave man is Francis Pickens Miller, who served 
in the Intelligence Section on Gen. Eisenhower's 
staff at SHAEF in World War II. 

Col. Miller gave the Byrd machine a run for 
its money three years ago when he contested 
for the nomination for Governor. He lost to 
John S. Battle, who was the Byrd candidate, 
but the Miller campaign was a rallying fight 
for Virginians who have come to realize what 
the Byrd machine costs them in terms of good 
government. Now the reform forces are seeking 
to take the measure of Harry Byrd himself, who 
is sixth in seniority in the Senate by virtue of 
service which began in 1933. 

How does the Byrd machine work? Its basic 
operatian, says Col. Miller, is to see that rela- 
tively few people vote. It makes a practice of 
discouraging citizens from voting. It has done 
this so steadily that Virginia “has the smallest 
number of voters in proportion to population 
of any.state in the Union.” 

Whether Francis P. Miller can unseat the 
deeply intrenched Byrd, the challenger has done 
a service for the people of his state. He has 
taken the lead in spearheading a fight that 
some day will be successful. Already Virginians 
are in debt to Col. Miller, his vision and his 
courage. 


Slight Stir in the China Probe 

The State Department has done something, 
but not enough, about Senator Morse’s charges 
against the China lobby. Three months after 
the Oregon Senator’s documentary evidence was 
submitted, the State Department has asked the 
Department of Justice to investigate. 

Whatever the Justice Department does or does 
not do, it will not relieve the State Department 
of the responsibility for looking into the 
China lobby on its own hook as thoroughly as 
it is able—not merely to the limit of Senator 
Morse’s charges, but to the limit of the lobby’s 
activities,

Peoria, Ill, a city of 110,000 on the 
banks of the placid Illinois river, is a very 
active center of American Legion activi- 
ties. A local Legion chapter, Peoria Post 
Number Two, maintains an extremely ac- 
tive “Americanism” committee, which oc- 
cupies its time ferreting out “subversive” 
tendencies in much the same fashion as its 
counterpart in the House of Representa- 
tives. . 

It concerns itself, of course, with the 
textbooks used in the local schools; but it 
has gone beyond this common Legion ac- 
tivity to attack the public library’s movie- 
procurement policy, as well as to oppose 
the proposed United Nations Covenant of 
Human Rights. 

So outspoken {s this Midwestern Dies 
committee that local residents are some- 
what reluctant, if not actually afraid, to 
oppose it publicly. 

During the summer*of 1950, the Ameri- 
canism committee turned its suspicious eye 
on several movies which were being made 
available to the general public on a loan 
basis by the Peoria Public Library. The 
movies were “Brotherhood of Man,” 
“Boundary Lines” and “Peoples of the 
U.S.S.R.” | t 


Legion Spots Propaganda 


The first was, as the title implies, a plea 
for interracial understanding; the second, 
an examination in cartoon form of the way 
in which boundary lines may become bar- 
riers to understanding among peoples; and 
the third, a documentary showing the dif- 
ferent national and racial groups compos- 
ing the population of the Soviet Union. All 
were made during or shortly after the war. 


In the Legion’s opinion, each picture 
contained Communist propaganda, There- 
fore, said these Americanists, they should 
be withdrawn from circulation so that they 
could not pollute the minds ef other 
Americans who were not subtle enough to 
distinguish the propaganda. (This writer 
has not yet figured out what it is about a 
Legionnaire that makes him more qualified 
to find propaganda than anyone else, but 
this point apparently has not occurred to 
the Americanism Committee.) 

In any case, the controversy dragged on, 
with the major bone of contention being 
the question whether or not the films 
actually do contain Communist ropa- 
ganda. The assumption by almost every- 
one has been that if they do contain propa- 
ganda, they must not be handled by 
Peoria’s library. 


Is Equality Communist?

can be proscribed, logical extension could .

The outcome of the preliminary skir- 
mishes was the withdrawal of the films 
from “general” circulation. Special rules 
were set up under which only groups le- 
gitimately “studying propaganda” would 
be permitted to view them. For practical 
purposes, this conceded all that the Legion 
had asked. 

The second round came in connection 
with a fourth film, the United Nations’ 
production, “Of Human Rights,” which ad- 
vocates the universal adoption of a Bill of 
Rights. One may, of course, legitimately 
oppose a Universal Covenant of Human 
Rights. It is to be hoped that one has an 
equal right to favor it. 

The critical point here is that the Legion 
again demanded the withdrawal of this 
frankly propagandistic film on the grounds 
that it showed violations of human rights 
in this country but not in Russia. 


Pastors Take Other Side 


At about this time another local pres- 
sure group entered the picture, this. time 
on the opposite side. The Peoria Ministe- 
rial Association passed, by a large major- 
ity, a resolution firmly opposing any sort 
of censorship and strongly backing the li- 
brarian., 

Such pressure from the liberal side en- 
couraged the library board; it rescinded 
its partial ban on the first films, and all 
four are now in general cireulation. 

However, every new movie the library 
purchases which, in the opinion of the 
librarian, {s “controversial,” is to be pre- 
viewed before a group of leading citizens 
representing local civic organizations. Then 
the movie will be released, with the writ- 
ten comments of the reviewers attached 
to the film can. 

The deeper implications of the library 


Campaign are not restricted to Peoria. 


They involve basic questions of policy for 
public libraries the country over. Should 
they refrain from buying “controversial” 
films in order to avoid the same troubles 
that have beset the Peoria institution? 


A Problem for Librarians 


Most librarians will be very reluctant to 
shoulder personally the responsibility for 
defending, the educational and informa- 


tional tasks which are basic to the exist- 


ence of the public library system. The 
result may well be that libraries will feel 
free to show only those movies which 
favor nothing; becausé espousal of any

The “Outsider” in the South

Caroline Ivey's first novel is good sum- 

mer reading, a tale built against the au- 

thentic background of a post World War II 

Southern town and dealing with the con- 

flicts of day-to-day living of a family. 


Most of the story is told through the 
eyes of Shelby Olmstead, who married a 
soldier she met at the USO. Stewart, a 
Yankee, is in open conflict with Southern 
tradition and with the snobbery he feels 
in the family solidarity. The Olmsteads 
are a closely-knit, proud family, aware of 
their position in 
the community and 
trained from birth to 
act like Olmsteads. 

The family home 
houses three genera- 
tions and four dif- 
ferent family groups. 
This alignment alone 
makes for conflict, 
especially when the 
Olmsteads stand firm 
against the “outsid- 
ers” in the family: 
Stewart, the Yankee, 
and Jewell, daughter 
of a “new-rich,” so- 
cial-climbing fam- 
ily — but married to Olmsteads. 

There is nothing profound about this 
book, but it is a good story of personal 
relationships and told with a compassion 
lacking in many modern novels. 


Mrs. Ivey, who is a native of Alabama, 
is equipped to tell the story from the view- 
point of the Southern woman, for she still 
lives in the town where she was born. But 
though she writes authenti¢ally from the 
Southern viewpoint, she uses the family 
outsiders to point up the weaknesses in 
the caste system, in the social class sys- 
tem, in the in-grown family structure. At 
the same time, she uses the Southern 
women as foils to point up the weak- 
nesses in the puritanical Yankee back- 
ground, and the. tensions existing in 
Stewart’s mind because of the attitude of 
the Southern man toward his women. 


Mrs. Ivey handles conversation with a 
deft touch, marked with the subleties and 
-innuendoes evident in any family. -

At the present moment the pat- 
tern of °40 is clearly defined.

It is also true, of course, that 
30 additional members to be 
named to the committee will rep- 
resent for the most part the vig- 
orous Eisenhower wing -of the 
party, since they will be named 
by the Republican governors who 
more than any single element 
brought about Ike’s nomination. 

The bitterness to be overcome 
fs unquestionably greater than it 
was 12 years ago. An editorial in 
the Chicago Tribuffe on the eve 
of the nomination called Eisen- 
“hower “Wall Street’s darling,” 
denouncing him, along with Pres- 
ident Truman and Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey, as the tool of big bank- 
ing interests. The editorial might, 
incidentally, have come right out 
of Pravda, parroting the Moscow 
line that the whole program of 
international aid is merely a de- 
vice to swell the profits of the 
bankers. 

The night before the nomina- 
tion, the notorious dodger head- 
lined “Sink Dewey!” was distrib- 
uted throughout the convention 
hall. Seldom even in the heat of 
a hotly contested presidential 
campaign has such a savage at- 
tack been directed against one 
individual. This lurid attack car-

The experience of four years 
ago is almost equally instructive. 


-| After Dewey’s nomination, it was

bound to fall like a ripe apple 
into the Republican lap. Truman 
was discredited, the Democratic 
pasty demoralized. Perhaps the 
Democrats this year will oblige 
by really playing dead. But it 

ould seem a little hazardous to 
count on that. 

Four years ago Dewey cam- 
paigned in state after state where 
senatorial and gubernatorial can- 
didates on the Republican ticket 
were diametrically opposed to 
what he stood for. That same 
quality will be even more glar- 
ingly apparent this year. 

If Eisenhower goes into Wis- 
consin to campaign, he will be 
confronted with Senator Joseph 
'McCarthy of that state who has 
repeatedly denounced Eisenhow- 
/er’s great and good friend, Gen. 
George C. Marshall, as ‘a traitor. 

In Indiana he will encounter 
Senator William Jenner, a hard- 
shelled isolationist; in Nevada, 
Senator George Malone of the 
Same stripe; in Missouri, Sen- 
ator James Kem, who has re- 
peatedly sought to hamstring the 
program for collective security. 
The whole “class of °46’ out of 
the Senate is a heavy load for an 
“internationalist” candidate. 


Compromises No Help. 


These are the realities just 
ahead. Eisenhower will not be 
served if they are ignored by the 
new national chairman, Arthur E. 
Summerfield, and the others now 
moving in to direct his campaign. 
He will not be served by the 
bland assumption that the Eisen- 
hower magic can turn the trick. 
Nor will he be gerved by a series 
of comfortable compromises cal- 
culated to make the Old Guard 
feel at least a little happier. 
Candidate Eisenhower must not 
allow himself in the coming 
weeks, through inexperience and 
ignorance, to be pushed first in 
one direction and then in another 
by conflicting sets of political 
managers. He must be himself, 
the great national figure to whom 
millions have looked hopefully for 
leadership. 

To do that will not be easy 
now that he is actually launched 
on the high tide of a national 
campaign.

The important thing about 
Municipal Opera’s production of 
“The Bartered Bride,” which. 
opened last night, was that you, 
didn’t have to put on a cap and 


gown. of musicology to enjoy it. 
Some of the traditional operas 
comique of the nineteenth cen- 
tury are pretty trying@to audi- 
ences schooled in “Rose Marie” 
or “The Desert Song,” or to any- 
body else, for that matter. You 
have to overlook and forgive lots 
in return for the music. Not so 
last night. 

It was.a brilliant serving of the 
Smetana Bohemian folk classic. 
It had a verve and style that 
eclipsed the archaic elements. 
The rich flow of robust melody 
was handled by a first-rate sing- 
ing cast with an over-all effect 
that savored of enchantment. 
There was a fairly uniform ex- 
cellence of enunciation, so you 
could understand at least 75 per 
cent of the libretto, no mean 
accomplishment in a work with so 
little spoken dialogue. The whole 
production had solidity and di- 
rection. 

It was a shame only 7000 of the 
townsfolk came out for the open- 
ing. It was a succulent musical 
banquet that deserved a full turn- 
out at the board, and which will 
probably build up its audience 
as the week wears on. 


The three who carry the vocal 
ball most of the time were all in 
form. Jarmila Novotna, the Met 
soprano, was an exceptionally 
strong Marie.

helped their rabbi bury it one 
\dark night—are now dead, he 
'said. He himself was shot in the 
foot by Nazis as he fled in the 
darkness. 

The 80-year-old scroll, together 
with its once brightly brocaded 
velvet cover or “mentele,” was 
used in pre-Hitler days by the 
rabbi in his orthodox temple at 
Siauliai (Shavli), a suburb of Kau- 
nas, now Soviet territory. There 
it was buried when leaders in the 
Jewish community realized they 
were facing extinction. 

It was in a ghetto in nearby 
Telsiai that the rabbi’s family, 
along with hundreds of other 
Jews, was put to death. Safran- 
Sky spent the war years at the 
infamous Dachau concentration 
camp, where he was liberated by 
advancing American forces in 
1945. 

He returned to Siauliai in 1948, 
excavated the Torah and brought 
it with him when he recently 
came to St. Louis under the Joint 
Distribution Committee program. 
Rabbi’ Benjamin Trachtman of 
Avis Achim Congregation, 1428 
Blackstone avenue, where the 
damaged Torah now is stored, 
said Safransky is the only rabbi 
among more than 1800 displaced 
persons to come to the St. Louis 
area since the war’s end. 

Safransky, who is 50 years old, 
is seeking a rabbinical post in 
this country. He is a graduate of 
one of the leading centers for 
Jewish orthodox theological train- 
ing, Rabbi Trachtman said. 

Trachtman plans a service in 
dedication of the Torah after it 
is restored by a specialist in this 
exacting .craft. Each letter that 
is imperfect must be meticulously 
corrected with a quill pen. The 
manuscript is on parchment in 
extremely regular letters. 

The scroll, read during the 
service between two large spin- 
dles on which it is wound, con- 
tains the complete texts of the 
books of Genesis, Exodus, Leviti- 
cus, Numbers and Deuteronomy. 

So far, a total of $216 has been 
collected for the work of restora- 
tion. The collection at the pro- 
jected service of dedication will 
be used to help in the work of 
bringing other refugees to new 
homes in America.

That basic split in the top eche- 
lon of economic interests long has 
existed in the Republican party 
and explains much that happens. 

As to purpose, there is also an 
identity in the Eisenhower and 
Willkie “crusades.” This is to 
court support from political in- 
dependents and Democrats by 
presenting a glamorous figure 
not associated in the public mind 
with professional politicians, nor 
previously, in fact, with the Re- 
publican party. 


Eisenhower’s Professionals. 


This is to exploit what seems 
to be a current antipathy toward 
professional politicians that ever 
so often manifests itself among 
our people, especially under the 
strain of war threats as now 
and as in 1940. 

For this 1952 “crusade” the 
stage was nicely set by the sem- 
blance of a “people’s convention” 
created by the Eisenhower forces 
here. 

This drama was brought to its 
planned climax in the defeat of 
the G.O.P.’s Old Guard that gath- 
ered behind Senator Taft. 

The latter, in the public mind, 
represents the quintessence of 
political professionalism, though 
the really slick professionals were 
those who maneuvered the Eisen- 
hower victory embodied in Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey’s New York po- 
litical organization and its allied 
propaganda and promotion enter- 
prises. 

It was, however, in truth, a vic- 
tory for the party rank and file 
against old-fashioned and _ out- 
dated bossdom that is healthy 
however managed. Also the indus- 
trial-financial group that promot- 
ed the Eisenhower cause contains 
some of the more enlightened 
among the managers of our pri- 
vate enterprise system. 

There was one striking differ- 
ence in the operations of the 
Eisenhower and Willkie conven- 
tions, and another in the plan of 
battle devised for the “crusades” 
that otherwise have so much in 
common, 

The industrial-financial promot- 
ers who furnished some of the 
brains, propaganda-wise, and a 
good deal of the money for the 
Eisenhower nomination triumph 
were much more open in their 
operations here than in Phila- 
delphia in 1940. 


Not Quite Another Willkie ‘Crusade’ 


CHICAGO. 


HE Republican “crusade” of 1952 under auspices of a political 
outsider and professional soldier, Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
offers similarities to another Republican “crusade” 12 years ago 
under the auspices of another political outsider—the late Wendell L. 
Willkie, a lawyer-businessman. This is so both as to origins and

Auto-Dealer Chairman. 


The new chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee ap- 
proved by Gen. Eisenhower—Ar- 
thur E. Summerfield of Flint, 
Mich.—is a Chevrolet dealer and 
has one of the largest retail 
automobile agencies in the coun- 
try. There was never any doubt 
as to where he would wind up 
eventually as between the two 
leading candidates, and it was 
certain that he would take the 
bulk of his Michigan delegation 
with him to Gen. Eisenhower. 


New York barking interests 
also were .represented on the 
spot, among others by Winthrop 
W. Aldrich, chairman of the 
board of the Rockefeller Chase 
National Bank. These same inter- 
ests, including the House of Mor- 
gan, were active in Wendell 
Willkie’s behalf in 1940. 


This is a part of the “crusade” 
that cannot be overlooked in any 
factual analysis of what happened 
here. 


Another difference in the Will- 
kie and Eisenhower episodes man- 
ifested itself at Teast in Gen. 
Eisenhower’s first order of the 
day laid down for the campaign. 
He insisted at every opportunity 
that he was an “organization” 
man, that organization had been 
his first duty always as a mili- 
tary commander, and that he in- 
tended to rely on party organiza- 
tion in his political campaign. 


Organization, Not Amateurs. 


In his talk to the Republican 
National Committee, the general 
said emphatically that the ex- 
perience of 1940 is not going to 
be repeated. Everybody present 
knew what he meant. For these 
politicians were still mindful of 
Wendell Willkie’s disdain of the 
organization and practical poli- 
ticians which he hardly tried ‘to 
conceal. 

Mr. Willkie plainly showed his 
partiality to. the independent

Earned run averages compiled 
by the Associated Press through 
games of last Sunday disclose 
that Reynolds has allowed only 22 
earned runs in 136 innings for a 
1.46 average. Allie has an 11-4 
record. 

Shantz, the A’s brilliant south- 
paw, is close behind the Yankee 
ace with 1.65, followed by Garcia 
at 1.67. Bobby, a 15-game winner, 
has permitted 29 earned runs in 
158 innings while Garcia, with 13 
victories and six setbacks, has 
given up 30 earned tallies in 162 
frames. 

In the National League, left- 
hander Curt Simmons of the Phil- 
adelphia Phillies, making a strong 
comeback after nearly two years 
in the Army, boasts the lowest 
earned run average, 2.03. Robin 
Roberts, another of Steve O’Neil’s 
hurlers, is next in line with 2.24. 
Simmons has allowed 21 earned 
runs in 93 innings and Roberts 
42 in 169.

any substantial increase, the Com- 
merce Department reported today. 


At an annual rate of $263,500.,- 
000,000, personal income for May 
was a billion dollars higher than 
April. It was no higher than in 
December 1951 and less than a 
billion higher than in October 
1951, when the steep post-Korea 
rise in this basic statistic ended. 

Rising defense expenditures, 
the report showed, have failed to 
stimulate an increase in even the 
wage-and-salary component of 
personal income. This figure, at 
$177,100,000,000, was less than in 
January, even though May figures 
did not reflect wage losses from 
the steel strike. 

Most other factors in personal 
income, like wages and salaries, 
were little changed from April. 
Income of proprietors rose slight- 
ly, as did “transfer payments,” the 
latter because of increased gov- 
ernment disbursements of divi- 
dends to holders of veterans’ life 
insurance. 

Despite the steady experience 
of the last eight months, personal 
income in May was 12 billions 
higher than that o fa year earlier, 
with most of the difference ac- 
counted for by increases in wages 
and salaries. 

Subtraction of personal taxes, 
which run about 30 billions an- 
nually, from personal income 
gives “disposable income,” or the 
purchasing power of individuals.

Situation in Other Areas. : 

In Western Europe the Commu- 
nists already enjoy a legal status 
as favorable as in India, but they 
are unable to exploit this position 
so boldly. Due mainly to public 
trials of proved and confessed Com- 
munist spies in Russia’s service, 
erupting everywhere from Scandi- 
navia to the Mediterranean, the 
word “Communist” has lost the 
glitter of partisan days. 

In Italy alone, Communism, in 
its ancient prewar dress of “‘anti- 
Fascism,” has gained a second 
chance through the emergence of 
a shapeless neo-Fascist movement. 

The kind of Communism the 
new American President will face 
in Central and South America 
will be about what Truman has 
suffered.

PEARL HARBOR, July 15 (AP) 
—Adm. William M. Fechteler, 
Chief of Naval Operations, says 
the United States Navy “now is 
large enough to take calculated 
risks until we can go into full 
mobilization.”

U.S. IN WORLD COURT 
FOR FIRST TIME 
IN MOROCCAN CASE 


THE HAGUE, July 15 (AP)— 
The United States must appear 
today before the International 
Court of Justice for the first 
time in its history to answer 
French demands that United 
States business men give up spe- 
cial currency privileges in Mo- 
rocco, 


The United States claims spe- 
cial rights in Morocco. under a 
treaty signed in 1836 when that 
country was independent. 

French Morocco, in North 
Africa, is crowded with American 
citizens and employes working on 
construction of five big air bases 
and other military installations: 
The United States has spent ap- 
proximately $500,000,000 there. 

France says the practice of 
American citizens importing their 
goods directly and paying for 
them with their own dollars 
causes a heavy drain on Morocco’s 
foreign currency. The French 
want all foreign purchases made 
through regular French monetary 
channels. 

The 1836 treaty forbade appli- 
cation of any Moroccan law or 
regulation to an American citizen 
without the consent of the 
American Government.

New Methods 


Save Lives in 


Korea Fight 


By Glen Shepherd, M.D. 


OREAN battlefields have 
K stimutated perfection of the 

best medical lifesaving 
methods in_ military history, 
methods almost twice as effective 
as those of World War II. Whole 
blood, medical officers, corpsmen, 
and nurses together with heli- 
copters and portable operating 
rooms deserve the credit. 

Of every 1000 battle-wounded 
men who find their way to a 
front line medical-aid station 
during periods of active fighting, 
25 die. World War II battle in- 
juries showed a comparable death 
rate of 45 per 1000. Eighty-three 
per 1000 battle-wounded died in 
World War I, 


Projecting these figures into. 


the casualty total of 103,000 for 
the Korean war to date, this 
means that more than 2000 men 
are alive now who would have 
died if they had received their 
injuries in World War II. This 
is not a completely real figure 
because not all of the casualties 
reported were received in the 
battle lines or could reach med- 
ical-aid stations. 
ee ae. 


MAJ. GEN. GEORGE E. ARM- 
STRONG, Surgeon General of the 
Army, credits the remarkable 
professional know-how of today’s 
medical officers, development of 
quickly movable 60-bed surgical 
hospitals, air evacuation includ- 
ing helicopter rescue of the 
severely wounded, and ingenuity 
in speeding whole blood and 
plasma to the front, following 
air express deliveries from the 
United States, as responsible for 
the best military lifesaving job 
in history. 

Rear Admiral Lamont Pugh, 
Surgeon General of the Navy, 
agrees with the importance of 
these developments. He also gives 
special credit to the quickly 
movable surgical teams developed 
by the Navy. 

They consist of a surgeon, his 
assistant, a physician-anesthetist, 
and 10 specially trained hospital 
corpsmen. These teams can be 
flown to points of casualty con- 
centrations as needed. They per- 
form important major lifesaving 
surgery right on the spot. In 
World War II, much major sur- 
gery could be done only in rear 
line or base hospitals or on out- 
laying hospital ships. 

Thus, in the Army, Navy, and 
Marine Corps, surgeons are up 
closer to the front. They can 
reach the wounded sooner. 

The amazing speed of move- 
ment by Navy surgical teams was 
illustrated at the Inchon landing. 
A team took over a battered 
building at Kimpo Airfield. Sixty- 
five minutes after their trucks 
first rolled onto the airstrip ‘they 
were ready to operate. 

Medical officers can’t save lives 
until the wounded men reach 
them. Medical corpsmen hourly 
perform daring feats, risking their 
own necks, to carry out their 
wounded comrades under fire. 
They deserve enormous respect 
and credit. 

Whole blood is tremendously 
important. Although the emphasis 
was on plasma in World War II, 
there is no substitute for whole 
blood when a man has lost a 
lot of it. 

Blood — your blood — flows in 
the veins of the wounded, restor- 
ing them to life. Although getting 
the patient back to the portable 
hospital is important, he cannot 
live unless the blood with which 
he soaked the battlefield is re- 
stored unto him. 

Nor can he have that blood un- 
less*you give it.

CHERRY JAM IS A TREAT THAT CAN BE MADE ‘quick. AND EASILY, 


favorite jams or marmalades. 

There is no clear distinction 
between these two products. In 
my opinion, there is nothing 
more delicious than what I call 
cherry jam. When I see a large 
basket of cherries appear in the 
market, I just can’t resist. 


It does take a little time to pit 
the fruit, as this must be done 
by hand. A small so-called pitter 
is perhaps a little better than a 
sharp knife for this purpose. Be 
sure that the pitting is done over 
a bowl, so that the juice may be 
combined with the fruit. As cher- 
ries lack pectin, the jelly-making 
ingredient, a commercial peetin 
is often used for jam. In this 
case, the fruit is chopped. The 
result after cooking is a firm jam. 

Another type of jam, or what 
is sometimes called preserves, has 
a thinner consistency and may 
serve either as a spread for 
bread or as a sauce for pudding 
or ice cream. Either kind of jam 
is satisfactory and your choice is 
a matter of taste. The chopped 
cherry jam, of course, is quicker 
and easier to prepare. But the 
old-fashioned type, with its sev- 
eral different uses, has a flavor 
all its own. If you like a firm, 
solid jam that can be made quick- 
ly and easily, you will prefer the 
new type. 

Four cups prepared fruit, seven 
a sugar, one bottle fruit pec- 
in.

Add sugar to fruit and mix 
well. Place over high heat, bring 
to a full rolling boil, and boil 
hard one minute, stirring con- 
stantly.

Then stir and skim by turns for 
five minutes to cool slightly, to 
prevent floating fruit, Ladle 
quickly into glasses. Cover jam 
with one-eighth inch hot paraffin. 
Yields about eleven 6-ounce 
glasses.

Sweet Cherry Jam 

Substitute sweet cherries for 
sour cherries in above recipe. 
Use only three and three-fourths 
cup prepared fruit and add one- 
fourth cup lemon juice. 

Cherry Preserves Or Jam 

Four quarts sour cherries (six 
and one-half pounds) and seven 
cups sugar. 

Select well-ripened fruit. Wash 
and stem. Pit cherries over large 
kettle in which they are to be 
cooked, in order that juice may 
not be lost. There should be four 
pounds prepared fruit. Add sugar 
and mix thoroughly with cher- 


ries. Let stand one hour. Bring 


to boil quickly over high heat, 


stirring constantly until sugar is 
dissolved. Boil rapidly, stirring 


occasionally, about 35 minutes, 
until syrup thickens slightly. Let 
stand 8 to 10 hours. Bring pre- 
serves to boiling, pour at once 
into hot sterilized jars ,and seal. 
Yield: About four pints. 


IANT bubbles, white and lu- 
minous and looking as if they 
would float away, made news 
in the recent home furnishings 
fashion fall preview showings in 
Chicago at the Merchandise Mart.

TOLD him that he couldn't 
nave his birthday party be- 
cause he was such a bad boy 
in school.

“early Freudian permissiveness,”

THE PARENT WHO maintains a 
firm and _ consistent policy, 
who can within reason be counted 
on to stick to what he says is not 
only as a rule the best disci- 
plinarian but can be one of the 
most positive factors in the life 
of a growing child. 

On the contrary, the “kiss and 
slap” type of parent, who main- 
tains no consistent policy, who 
one day rewards and the nex 
day punishes the same behavior, 
is almost invariably an extremely 
poor disciplinarian. If a child— 
even a very young child—feels 
that his parent can be counted 
on to change his mind after a 
little teasing, if he feels that he 
can “get around” his parent, out 
of the window goes discipline 
and, later, self-discipline, 

Children tell us—the teen-agers 
in so many words, the younger 
children by their behavior—that 
they do not like “wishy washy” 
parents. Nearly all agree that 
they like their parents to be fair 
but firm.

IF HIS PARENTS can be count- 
ed on to stick to their rules, a 
child knows where he is. If they 
cannot, he will expend much time 
and energy in the dubious pur- 
suit of trying to get around them. 

However, this does not mean, 
we would say, that you should 
never change your mind. If 
further evidence turns up which 
alters the situation, if further 
thought on your part makes you 
respond differently. or if on talk- 
ing things over with your husband 
or wife you feel that you have 
been unduly harsk, you will not 
upset discipline by telling your 
child of your changed verdict and 
your reason for the change. 

If this happens only occasion- 
ally and your reasons are good, 
nothing need be lost by it and 
much may be gained. 

And as the child grows older, 
you will find that more and more 
it becomes practical and desir- 
able to talk things over with him. 
You will then find that many dis- 
ciplinary decisions can be reached 
by both of you together—not just 
handed down from you to the 
child.

Central Schools

OR some time now the smaller towns have been consid- 
F ering a central school to do away with the little district 

schools where all grades are taught by one teacher, I want 
to convey a word of appreciation and gratitude to those teach- 
ers. They have worked devotedly to rear a generation of Amer- 
ican citizens who have served their country well. Now, if the 
times have changed so as to make their schools obsolete, the 
teachers should be honored for service of distinguished quality. 

Can the central school take the place of the Old Red 
Schoolhouse? In some ways yes, in others, no. The very 
small children, those of kindergarten age and of first-year 
classes, should if possible, be close to their homes so they 
can be sent home for lunch, be taken home if ill. I cannot 
feel right about having little children travel in a bus for over 
an hour, pushed around by older, heavier and rougher -chil- 
dren. The bus may call for a child as early as 7:30 a.m. 
and bring him home nearer 5 o'clock than 4. Maybe he has 
to carry his lunch—maybe he gets a school lunch. The lunch 
he gets from his mother, at home, served in the home atmos- 
phere, the brief visit with his mother in the middle of the 


day, helps greatly.

THE OLDER CHILDREN fare better.. They can take the 
bus ride and enjoy it. The question to answer here is: “What 
will this school offer that the home one could not afford?” 
If this school, because of the number of pupils and teachers, 
offers an enriched curriculum, offers activities in shop, studio, 
kitchen apartment, gym and playground, fine. If it offers only 
more of the same the home school offered, why go to the 
expense? 


To build a central school costs a lot of money, to staff it | 


well costs mbre. The only thing that can justify this is the 
opportunities for individual development of the children. That 
calls for a well-equipped, well-staffed school; workshops, extra 
space, extra plumbing, for we need water in every classroom 
and toilets on every floor. We need fine lighting, the best 
ventilation, in short, a modern school building. 

x * * 

EQUALLY IMPORTANT with the building and equipment 
are the trained teachers. We need teachers who know how 
to use modern equipment, how to devetop the curriculum so 
as to bring out the strengths of each child, how to manage 
a class in active operation. 

If these cannot be provided, if the central school offers 
the same routined day, rooms filled with benches screwed to 
the floor, a program alike for all, and only the books for 
service, the old school will serve as well. The whole question 
must be reduced to costs. Costs to the children, first, then to 
the taxpayers who have to. pay the bills. Can we afford not 
to educate every school child to his limit of ability?

Written by her fellow Czecho- 
slovakian, Friedrich Smetana, the 
opera has been a favorite in her 
repertoire ever since he. brilliant 
success in the role of Marie with 
rs National Opera of Prague the 

— before her sixteenth 

rthday. A month earlier she had 
eae her debut in Prague, sing- 
ing “La Traviata.” 

“T have lost count of the num- 
ber of times I’ve sung ‘The Bar- 
tered Bride’ in Czechoslovakian, 
French, Italian, German and now 
the fifth language, English,” she 
laughed. “I know it pretty well 
by now, but sometimes I’m afraid 
I'll get my languages mixed up.” 

The brown-eyed soprano speaks 
and sings all these languages, flu- 
ently—a talent which indirectly 
brought Nazi scorn on her head 
and briefly interrupted her career 
in the early 1930s. 

Her career had begun when, as 
a 14-year-old schoolgirl of Prague, 
she had persuaded her parents to 
permit her to study music seri- 
ously. Two years later she made 
her debut and after a full season 
at the National Opera of Prague 
she went to Italy to study and 
sing. Still in her teens, she made 
a marked success in Verona and 
was quickly signed to a contract 
with the Berlin State Opera. 

“While I was there, I was asked 
to return to Prague to sing 
Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony. It 
was the custom to sing in the 
language of whatever country the 
performance took place, so natu- 
rally we sang our roles in Czech, 

“When we got back to Berlin, 
we were amazed to see newspaper 
headlines this high,” she gesticu- 
lated, “criticizing us for not sing- 
ing in German. We were sus- 
pended and there was an investi- 
gation but we were shortly .rein- 
stated. 

“Later the same thing hap- 
pened again so I thought if I’m 
going to have to fight this all the 
time, I'll just quit. Max Rein- 
hardt wanted me to go to Paris 
to sing ‘Die Fledermaus’ so I got 
out of my Berlin contract and 
went to France.” 

That is another performance 
she’ll never forget. Her co-star 
didn’t know his lines and kept 
tossing out false cues. She ad 
libbed her way through it but 
still counts it “the worst hour” 
of her professional career. 

As a member of the Vienna 
State Opera from 1934 to 1937 
she was tapped by Arturo Tosca- 
nini for stardom in the famed 
Salzburg Festival in Austria. Then 
came Hitler’s march into the 
country and rather than _ sing 
under Nazi regime she ended her 
European career. 

“It was in March, 1938. We 
were in Vienna singing a Russian 
opera, Never can I forget that 
night. We were listening to the 
radio between acts. At the first 
intermission, Chancellor Von 
Schuschnigg was still at the head 
of the government. At the sec- 
ond intermission he was out. By 
the time the opera was over and 
we went out for dinner, the Ger- 
mans already had arrived. That’s 
how fast it all happened.

Al- 
though he hadn’t set foot in the 
Metropolitan for years as the re- 
sult of an early fight with its 
leaders, he took the soprano by 
the- arm, walked with her into 
Director Edward Johnson’s office 
and when they walked out again 
she had her Metropolitan con- 
tract in her hand. 

By outmaneuvering the enemy 
she got her family into the United 
States. In the summer of 1939, 
after her visit here, she had a 
contract to sing in Belgium. She 
appealed to authorities to permit 
the two children to visit her there 
for a “brief holiday on the sea- 
shore.”

E have learned how the rer 
W sponder should .value his 

hand for a raise of partner’s 
suit-bid; now we must take up 
the point- requirements for various 
raises. 

A single raise of partner’s suit- 
bid requires from six to 10 points. 
(Remember, these are not all high- 
card points; there will always be 
some points for suit-lengths, fig- 
ured at one point for every card 
over three in each suit.) 

A double raise, e.g., raising 
partner’s one-spade opening to 
three spades, requires 13 to 16 
points. Of these, at least 10 
points must be in high cards, and 
you must have (except in rare 
cases) at least four trumps. (Ex- 
ceptionally, A-K-x or A-Q-x or 
K-Q-x suffice for this dopble 
raise.) 

A higher raise, as from one 
heart to four hearts, does not an- 
nounce a very strong hand; the 
raise is pre-emptive in nature, 
and though this raise must be 
based on a fairly high point count 
—from 11 to 16 points—no more 
than eight of these points should | 
be in high cards; the rest should 
be long-card points. 

Assuming an opening one-spade 
bid by partner, here are some 
typical raises:

AST time I spoke about the 
sport of polo which men play 
while they ride so-called “polo

'| ponies.” These animals are tough 


and fiery, and usually live through 


‘|! the heavy jars and bumps which 
‘| they suffer. Their owners may 


ride them at speeds of from 20 to 
25 miles an hour when they strike 
against equally speedy ponies 
coming from the opposite direc- 
tion. 

Other forms of polo have come 


|} into play. I am thinking of roller 


polo and water polo. 
In roller polo, men on. roller 


‘| skates use curved sticks to strike 
'|at a bright red rubber ball (the 


size of a baseball). This game is 
on the order of hockey. 
* * * 


MORE POPULAR is the sport 
of water polo. This has been a fea- 
ture of the Olympic games at 10 
meetings, including the Olympic 
meeting of four years ago. 

Water polo has been played for 
more than 70 years. It is a'swim- 
ming sport in which teams try to 
|'make goals with balls about the 
size of basketballs. 

In early years of the sport, so- 
called “soft ball polo’ was played. 
This was one of the roughest of 
all contests. There were six play- 
ers on each side, and a great deal 
of tackling, butting and charging 
took place. It was common for 
players to be forced under water 
and kept there for 30 seconds or 
longer. 

That kind of harsh contest has 
given way to modern hard ball 
polo, which is played with leath- 
er covered balls about eight and 
a half inches in diameter. A 
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standard pool for this sport is 
least 57 feet wide and 60 feet 
long; the length may be as great 
as 90 feet... 

x *« * 

GREAT BRITAIN won the first 
Olympic water polo contest. Then 
came a victory for the United 
States. Later Olympic contests in 
this sport have been won by Great 
Britain, Germany, France, Hun« 
gary and Italy. St 

In addition to standard water 
polo, men have developed a form 
of the sport in which small motor- 
boats are employed. The ball is 
struck with sticks while the con- 
testants stand in their boats. At 
any moment a player may fall 
over the side, or overturn a hoat; 
in such a case he must be ready 
to do a bit of swimming.
